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SHOOTING NOTES 


By Max Baker. 


HISTORY OF A CART-WHEEL PATTERN. 


OME time ago, when indulging one of those wild shooting 
trips which appeal so much more strongly to the 
imagination than to the acquisitive faculties, I was 
keenly amused by watching the efforts of a friend to 
gather a cripple which had fallen some way out on the 

water and was rapidly swimming away. As we were in a boat 
distance could be maintained, but no more. Shot after shot 
he fired, but with never a hit, the immense spread of the charge 
on the water suggesting a distance which could not possibly 
have separated us. Finally, I fired a shot, and, although the 
barrel used was true cylinder, the pellets bunched on the water 
into the three-foot circle appropriate to the distance. So mys- 
teriously behaving a gun was naturally claimed for close scrutiny 
and exacting tests, its bore proving to be in all respects ordinary 
except that, about two-thirds of the way down, barrel diameter 
noticeably expanded over a short length, apparently as the result 
of some past damage which had not been corrected by fine 
boring. Under test no less than three out of five shots fired were 
cart-wheel patterns of the very pronounced spread associated 
with this divergence from ordinary behaviour. The order was 
given for the barrel to be parallel bored to the diameter of the 
expanded part, there being plenty of metal to justify removal 
of the surplus. Then occurred the idea that here was a barrel 
which might 
afford a clue to 
this mysterious 
but intermittent 
cart - wheel be- 
haviour by all 
barrels, their 
usual proportion 
being one round 
in ten. Theory 
suggested _ the 
cause of unusual

the muzzle. First of all, the perverse tendency had to be 

proved by a much longer series of rounds than five. Hence, 

forty cartridges were carefully hand-loaded, half for use before 

alteration and half after. The preliminary twenty rounds gave 
the following number of pellets in the 30in. circle at 4oyds.

Clearly, there is nothing remarkable here, the law of pro- 
babilities fully sanctioning three events in twenty when one in ten 
is the accepted average. But what is curious is that my friend, 
who attended to assist in the work and is never satisfied with a 
carefully ordered experiment, continued shooting with what 
remained of his previous stock of cartridges, and obtained : 
cart-wheel, cart-wheel, cart-wheel, normal, cart-wheel. This looks 
uncommonly as though the tendency existed in the cartridges, 
the gun being either neutral or auxiliary; but as the supply had 
been exhausted, this new avenue of exploration was closed. 
After that the gun was nicely fine-bored, the borer, as is usual 
with these folk, pointing out that he could leave a few points 
of choke at the muzzle so as to “improve ’”’ the cylinder. The 
work having been completed, and detailed gauging proving a 
now perfect bore, the second half of the cartridges which had 
been carefully stored in the interval, gave the following results :

To appreciate this result properly the reader must imagine 
himself firing the rounds in the order shown, viewing as he 
approaches the target perfect pictures in the way of pattern, 
counting the pellets with the usual care, the impression gradually 
dawning on his mind that here, at any rate, is a perfect shooting 
combination. Usually, five rounds are considered sufficient to 
judge the shooting of a gun and cartridges, but no such dependence 
on a limited number of events was in this case to be sanctioned. 
The second lot of five rounds confirmed the story of the first, 


the third satisfactorily ramming home the other two arguments. 
Yet, all the vice was reserved for the final five rounds, which 
exhibited the former proportion of three cart-wheels. That 
patterns so characteri$ed are quite different from ordinary is 
adequately conveyed by the accompanying drawing which 
faithfully reproduces the photograph taken of round No. 16. 
The series of incidents has been related at length; since, besides 
its several hidden morals, it confirms the general experience that 
gun tests very seldom supply a satisfying answer to the enquiry 
undertaken. One may nevertheless conclude that the gun in 
its first state was not a consistent shooter, and that, as altered, 
it is on a par with the generality of carefully bored specimens. 


ON GUN TESTS IN GENERAL. 


In presenting reports such as the above, I am always in 
doubt whether the average reader of these notes is in any way 
interested. A man drew me aside at Cruft’s Show to explain 
confidentially that he and his kind did not care a rap for technical 
particulars. They were willing to take guns and cartridges 
as they found them, and were only interested in practical refer- 
ences to the conditions of their sport. I am with him so far as 
to agree entirely that the factory proof-gun test of cartridges is 
an absurd thing to inflict on shooters, the more so when they 
are told that some insignificant difference in the behaviour of 
cartridges has practical importance in shooting results. On the 
other hand, I met a man the other day who is a life-long enthu- 
siast in all that appertains to sporting gunnery, this in association 
with close devotion to the sport. He is seriously concerned with the 
deficiency of quality in post-war cartridge supplies, for he stands 
convinced that they do not kill as formerly. Velocity measured 
over the first 2oyds. of flight he considers no indication at all 
either of merit or deficiency; pressure is the purely domestic 
concern of the powder maker, while recoil is merely the exact 
measurement of a physical impression of which no heed is taken. 
Where, in his opinion, the deficiency occurs is at the target, and 
tests are no use to him unless they concentrate on the result 
itself instead of offering mere indications or forecasts. Feeling, 
as I do, a good deal of sympathy with this view, I concentrate 
my tests as far as possible on the target and on the quality of the 
projectile which strikes it. So far as regards advance in this 
department, we are stationary, if not retrograde. And there 
is another factor which receives less attention than formerly. 
In the days when competition was rife every cartridge offered 
for sale was wonderful in some way or other, usually in all ways, 
and this species of recommendation bred a confidence of great 
value to the shooter which is not so keenly stimulated by the 
present-day assurances that all brands are equally good—in 
fact, are monotonous in their efficiency. By way of illustration 
of the opposite selling policy I append the following ten reasons 
printed on every box, which are for using a certain brand of 
American “ shells ’”’ : 

1. The strong, quick primer means rapid ignition. 

The double-size flash-passage gives complete ignition. 
The shell-head design gives maximum forward drive. 
The bevel crimp offers exactly the right resistance. 

Famous Tatham shot are uniform in size and weight. 
These combined result in greater speed, better pattern. 
The wads, of best long-haired felt, are waterproofed. 
The paper is specially waterproofed and extra strong: 
This and the firm crimp mean smooth feed and ejection. 
And, that the shell can be reloaded again and again. 


THE STREAM-LINE BULLET. 


There can be no doubt that the pamphlet which has been 
issued by Nobel Industries, Limited, relative to the new stream- 
line bullet, contributes an important chapter in the history of 
military small arm developments. In the year 1919 Bisley 
match-rifle shooters decided in conference that they did not 
occupy a sufficiently defined position in the ranks of target 
shooters. Firing in the back position with sights of mathematical 
accuracy, and using ammunition far in advance of the service 
type of the moment, they were clearly a body of experimentalists, 
but their efforts to conduct serious research were hampered by 
the lack of a programme, ina word, of some clearly defined problem 
to tackle. Accordingly, in place of the go-as-you-please race they 
had formerly run, they decided to shoot one sort of ammunition 
only and that a kind which might reasonably be considered the 
next stage of development in the military cartridge. In the 
Nobeloy stream-line bullet they have found a projectile which 
slips through the air more easily than the present Mark VII 
pattern and, therefore, flies with flatter trajectory. Super- 
added to this advantage is the use of an alloy (hence the composite 
name), which by all indications materially diminishes the troubles 
due to metallic fouling. The Kynoch branch of Nobel’s has 
certainly proved a worthy collaborator with the body of enthu- 
siasts who have given the product that test on a large scale of 
working which is the most important factor in achieving solid 
progress. Only a limited edition of the pamphlet has been 
printed, but no doubt those who are seriously interested will be 
able to procure copies. Complete ballistic comparisons are 
supplied, also a pleasantly written description of three years of 
highly organised effort.

MR. GORDON CRAIG’S WOODCUTS 


Woodcuts and Some Words, by Edward Gordon Craig, with an intro- 
duction by Campbell Dodgson, C.B.E. (Dent, tos. 6d.) 


“ WHY did I wood-engrave ?” asks Mr. Craig at the beginning 
of this little book. ‘‘ First, to teach myself how to design scenes 
for the Drama.”’ For thirty years now Mr. Craig has been 
employing his various gifts towards the achievement of one end— 
the reform of the theatre. The courage of youth, a soaring idealism, 
a mercurial literary style, an exquisite sense of design and a 
practical mind ; all these Mr. Craig brings to his life’s work. 
He has all qualifications, except the give and take necessary in 
any but a supreme position. He prefers being an independent 
exile to the world’s greatest producer with so much as two 
fingers tied. Other countries have their new theatres, and the 
name of Gordon Craig is hallowed in them as a prophet’s. His 
influence, diluted, is felt in England ; Lovat Fraser, Rutherston, 
Norman Wilkinson, Shelving, have been moved by his ideals. 
But this home of compromise has stopped short of giving the 
master himself a free hand, for fear that, as an idealist, he will 
be too hopelessly impractical. ‘ 
It is, partly, to show that he is a practical man, Mr. Craig 
tells us, that he has collected some sixty of his woodcuts, executed 
during the past twenty-five years. In the chapters that accom- 
pany them he gives ussome flashes of auto-biography, the origin of 
his craftsmanship in a friendship with Nicholson and Pryde, his 
fortunes as a reformer, a captivating lesson in the elements of 
wood-cutting itself, and a sketch of Mr. Lacey Evans, block- 
maker of Red Lion Court, that is as good as the best of Lamb. 
Mr. Craig began as an actor with Irving in 1889; but in 
1896 he ‘“‘ struck for lower wages,’’ as he puts it. In other 
words he felt he was too well paid for having his nose, and 
then his brain, whittled away on the grindstone ; so he left the 
Lyceum, and struck out on his own. Between 1893 and 1895 
a close friendship with William Nicholson and James Pryde 
had enabled him to pick up the art of wood-cutting, and he

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forthwith did cuts of actors 

in new plays for the Press. 

By 1898 his ideas for the 

theatre had begun to take . 
shape and he launched 

“The Page,’ a journal for which, between 1898 and 1901 he 
executed about 230 wood blocks. Between 1900 and 1903 he 
was producing plays, and turned wood-cutting, as the Psalmist 
has pointed out could be done, “‘ to excellent work.” It had 
already taught him economy of line in design; now he could 
produce scene and costume designs in this medium, and colour 
each differently to find the best combination ; incidents could 
be distributed to actors to get the grouping into their heads, and 
programmes worth keeping could be produced, with a dozen 
woodcuts and decent printing to them. Nonetheless, after 1903 
Mr. Craig went into the wilderness, choosing such oases as Italy 
provided, whence have issued his various prophetic works, and 
another series of exquisite cuts, including some hundred and 
thirty for ‘‘ The Mask,” a paper which began in 1908, ceased 
in 1915, reappeared in 1918, and, to the joy of all who love 
good printing and considered form, again last year, with the 
intention of never again succumbing. 

Wood-cutting has been Mr. Craig’s diversion. ‘‘ It is good 
for an imaginative sort of chap to have some tough craft like 
wood-cutting,”’ he explains somewhere. He loves the little 
boxwood blocks. ‘It is the nature of the block,’ he says, 
““which urges me on.” “ The small exquisite art which he has 
developed as his own,” remarks Mr. Campbell Dodgson in his 
introductory notes, “is in perfect harmony and proportion with 
the little pieces of yellow polished boxwood that he loves.”’ 

This is one of the primary merits of Mr. Craig’s art. The 
suave, woody line, the complete unity of his little designs proceed 
directly from the medium, namely, the wood. Other artists 
have had a greater range, of technique and conception, but 
none has made us appreciate more delightfully the sculptural 
quality of wood-cutting. 

“If I have an ideal in wood engraving,” says Mr. Craig, 
“it is to make my black lines and my white spaces so equal in 
their strength that a strong grey is achieved.’’ In this he was

method. The transitional stage is well seen 
in ‘‘ D’Artagnan’s Man,” where an almost 
transparent greyness has been obtained 
in avery Nicholsonian subject.

AN EIGHTEENTH CENTURY 
FRENCH CLOCK 


N France, as in England, clock-ma‘ine 

a specialised and much honoured in‘uistry 

during the late seventeenth and eighteenth 

centuries. Louis XIV’s clockmakers, of 

whom in 1712 there were four, received three 

hundred and ninety-five livres for salary, 
dined at the table of the gentlemen of the cham- 
ber, and had the right of access to the Royal pre- 
sence. In the last years of the reign of Louis XV 
a soberer and classic taste expressed itself in 
the design of clock-cases as in architectural 
detail and ornament. A fine example of this 
classic feeling is an ormolu clock which will 
come up for sale at Messrs. Puttick and Simp- 
son’s on April 4th, together with the furni- 
ture collected by the late Mr. Adolphe Shrager, 
formerly of Kent Lodge, Westgate-on-Sea. The 
clock*consists of a spherical vase, supported by 
three female figures carrying festoons of flowers. 
Hours and minutes are indicated on two bands, 
set with numbered enamel plaques, rotating 
horizontally, to which the winged Cupid 
points an arrow. The figures rest upon a 
circular pedestal, enriched with acanthus 
rosettes, leafy sprays and bold consoles masking 
the transition to a square base with incurved 
sides. ‘This example, which stands 21ins. high, 
is signed in the interior ‘‘ Gudin”’ (whose 
Christian names were Jacques Jerome), who 
worked about 1770 at his shop on the Quai 
des Orfévres, Paris. A lyre clock by the 
same maker, by “‘ Gudin a Paris,” is at Windsor 
Castle. 

In Messrs. Puttick and Simpson’s sale on 
Friday, February 29th, the features of leading 
interest are some pieces of Chinese pottery, 
carving, bronzes and carved hardstones, among 
them two Ming figures of female immortals 
in colours and gilt, standing 37ins. high, 
a fine pink quartz standing figure of Kwan-non, 
holding a fly-whisk, a peacock at her side, 
a pink quartz hawk on a rock base, and three 
rock crystal groups of an eagle and rabbit 
on a rock base. Another figure of Kwan-non, 
in this case carved of rock crystal and holding 
a vase, standing under a canopy of gilt metal 
and cloisonné enamel decorated with flowers 
on a turquoise ground, is also very decorative, 
as are a pair of oblong table screens of yellow 
jade decorated with landscapes, immortals 
and attendants in coral, lapis lazuli, jade and 
other coloured stones on carved hardwood 
stands with pierced borders of green ivory. 
Among the porcelain is especially to be 
noted a pair of large standing figures of 
Kwan-non, holding a vase, of the Ch’ien- 
lung period. 

On the same day are to be sold some 
English and Irish furniture, including a pair 
of Early Georgian gilt wood chairs, of which 
the stuffed seats and backs are covered with 
crimson damask and the cabriole legs, carved 
with a lion’s mask, finish in paw and ball feet ; 
and a pair of carved and silvered side-tables from 
Emo Park, Ireland. These tables, of the type 
met with as supports for cabinets in the late 
seventeenth and early eighteenth centuries, 
are carved with dolphin-headed scrolls and 
have let into their tops inlaid black marble 
slabs in which classical vases figure, which 
were, no doubt, brought from Italy. A walnut 
tallboy chest containing ten drawers with 
brass escutcheons and drop handles has inlaid 
berders. A mahogany winged armchair covered 


with gros point needlework rests on cabriole 
legs, carved on the knee with a scallop shell. 
Among the late eighteenth century furniture 
in this sale is a pair of white painted chairs 
which formed part of the Mornington heirlooms, 
with details and fluting gilt, of which the 
oval back panels, seats and cushions are 
covered with white contemporary flowered 
brocade; and a circular folding card table, 
veneered with harewood, and an oval centre 
satinwood panel inlaid with a bouquet of flowers 
and garlands. The top is banded with tulipwood, 
and the tapered legs inlaid with husks and 
patere. 

Porcelain, Italian bronzes, marbles, 
Chinese porcelain, majolica, needlework, French 
and Italian furniture were represented in a sale 
at Messrs. Sotheby’s on February 29th and 
in addition to those already described in 
Country Lire of February 23rd were several 
interesting objects, such as a pair of campana- 
shaped English garden vases, gadrooned and 
spirally fluted; carved with satyr masks and 
standing 3ft. high ; and a pair of urn-shaped 
cast iron vases painted white, the lower part 
moulded with acanthus leaves to which are 
attached the handles terminating in masks, 
above which are classic figure subjects in high 
relief surmounted by a projecting moulding of 
berries and leaves. There was also a campana- 
shaped blue-john vase on a square stone base 
that is attractive in colour, very translucent 
and finely marked. Among English objects 
both early and late in date, was a Pieta carved in 
oak very similar in feeling to the English 
alabaster groups of the same subject, dating 
from the fifteenth century; a mahogany commode 
carved with scrolls and rococo shellwork, 
the upper of the three drawers having a cloth- 
lined writing slide, a Sheraton dining-table 
on pillar and claw supports, the top inlaid with 
cross-banding, and a_ well-proportioned 
mahogany wardrobe in the Regency manner, 
“‘the beautiful classic change’’ introduced 
by Thomas Hope. Three false drawer-fronts 
open in one with the upper cupboard doors, 
and there is a single drawer below. The 
cornice centres on a boldly carved ‘‘ antique ”’ 
lion mask, which appears constantly as an 
ornament at this period, and the sides are 
enlivened by Egyptian caryatid figures with 
brass heads and feet. For the collectors of 
the ingenious work of the French prisoners 
in England during the Napoleonic Wars 
there was a box of strawwork marqueterie with a2 
design of ships and buildings, and a small 
tea-caddy of similar workmanship. 

On March roth and 11th the same firm 
are selling books, illuminated and other manu- 
scripts and autograph letters, the property of 
Sir Francis Colchester-Wemyss, K.B.E., the 
Hon. A. F. Baring and others, including Lord 
Brougham’s “ Albert Lunel ” or the “‘ Chfiteau 
de Languedoc” (1844), the original issue, 
of which a few copies only were distributed 
to the author’s friends and the work then 
suppressed ; and George de Montemayor’s 
“Les Sept Livres de la Diane” (1578), 
the first French edition translated by Nicole 
Colere, of which no other copy appears to be 
known. The book is of interest to Shakes- 
pearean students as the source of the story 
of Proteus and Julia in his “‘ Two Gentlemen 
of Verona.” J. ve S.

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ORRIS cars are among those 
that need little introduction to 
the modern motoring public. 
The story of how they came 
on to the market and of the 
work they have done since their first 
appearance is one of the romances of 
recent motoring history. From the very 
smallest of beginnings Mr. W. R. Morris 
has built up a business that is at once 
the envy and the joy of his competitors, 
for by his success he has indicated the 
way to theirs and the whole British 
industry has gained enormously from 
the efforts and achievements of this truly 
wonderful Oxon firm. It was in 1913, 
when the light car, as it is now known, 
was just beginning to force itself on the 
serious notice of the public, that there 
appeared a little vehicle which was im- 
mediately recognised as something very 
much superior to any of its predecessors 
in the matter of performance. This first 
Morris-Oxford car was fitted with a 
Coventry-built engine of apparently con- 
ventional type but almost unique in its 
actual inner nature, and the chassis and 
bodywork embodied that essential to 
success for the small car that was at this 
time far from being fully appreciated— 
lightness. To-day, a 1913 Morris-Oxford 
would be considered as ugly and un- 
attractive, but in those days the light 
car public could not be very particular 
as choosers of bodywork, and they were 
duly thankful that at last they were 
offered a car that would not merely go, 
in the fullest sense of the term, but would 
keep on going. Not a few of these original 
models are to be seen on the road to-day. 
But it was two years later, after he 
had revolutionised the public transport 
of the University city, that Mr. Morris 
began to show the world of what stuff 
he was made, and the first Morris-Cowleys 
came as a sort of bombshell. Partly on 
account of the war, the original engines 
were of American manufacture, and as 
a result of the war the life of the Morris- 
Cowley car was brought to a premature 
end. But the public could not forget 
such a revolutionary vehicle—revolution- 
ary, that is, by virtue of the value it offered 
for its purchase cost, for its design was 
quite conventional—and the end of hos- 
tilities saw a huge waiting list at the Morris 
works for newcars. 
In that period of 
universal stress 
and chaos from 
early 1919 till the 
end of the follow 
ing year, Morris 
Motors _ proved 
themselves to be 
one of the very, 
very few motor 
car firms who 
seemed to have a 
definite policy 
already formu- 
lated which they 
were able, in part 
at least, to follow . 
out. And so Mr. 
Morris, who had 
begun. 
engineering ex- 
perience by

sweeping out the shops, saw his cars 
capturing, and at the same time making, 
an enormous market. 

During the following years various 
models were produced, all with the same 
chassis, but varying mainly in matters 
of equipment, the lower-priced cars being 
known as Morris-Cowleys and the more

expensive as Morris-Oxfords. ““ More 
expensive ”’ is here purely a relative term 
between the two models emanating from 
this factory, for by comparison with other 
makers’ products Morris cars have always 
been extraordinarily low in price. Until 
last year all Morris cars after the very 
first were of 11.9 h.p. rating, albeit they 
were just outside the official light car 
class, as their engine capacity was some 
1,550 c.c. But last year a larger engined 
model was introduced, with a _ chassis 
practically identical with that of the 
11.9 h.p. model, and this larger car is 
now known as the Oxford, the name Cowley 
being applied to the 11.9 h.p. models 
which are the more direct descendants 
of the first cars bearing the same name. 
Among other changes and develop- 
ments that have taken place in the Morris 
organisation one of the most recent and

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interesting is the establishment of Morr . 
Engines, Limited, in Coventry—a firm 
that, as its name suggests, makes all the 
engines for Morris cars. Between th» 
American and this current period Morris 
engines were made by Hotchkiss et Cie., 
also of Coventry. In essentials of design 
the present Oxford engines are much the 
same as the Cowleys, but the bore and 
stroke are 75mm. by Ioz2mm., giving a 
capacity of 1,805.5 c.c. and an R.A.C. 
rating of 13.9 h.p. 

The four cylinders and the upper 
half of the crank-case form a singie iron 
casting, and the detachable cylinder head 
is without valve caps. The side-by-side 
valves are on the near side of’ the unit 
just below the exhaust manifold, and on 
the opposite side of the engine are the car- 
burettor (a Smith five-jet) and the magneto 
at the forward end, driven by a cross- 
shaft and located across the engine with 
contact breaker and distributor pointing 
outwards and so offering a maximum of 
accessibility. Sparking plugs and fan 
complete the other extraneous fittings 
on the engine, the combined dynamo 
and starting motor being mounted on 
the clutch pit housing, so that the over-all 
appearance is one of quite unusual clean- 
ness and simplicity. Lubrication is under 
pressure to the main bearings of crank- 
shaft (three in number), cross-shaft and 
cam-shaft, and thence to the rest of the 
engine by splash. Cooling is by thermo- 
syphon, with a fan. 

Unit construction is adopted for engine 
clutch pit and gear-box, the clutch being 
of the four-plate type with cork insets 
and lubricated automatically from the 
engine, so that it requires the minimum 
of attention. The three ratios of the 
gear-box are 4.75, 8.17 and 15.2 to I, 
with reverse of 18.5 to 1, and in view of the 
power capacity of the engine they seem 
rather on the low side, though, doubtless, 
many purchasers of a car of this type will 
appreciate the high-gear hill climbing 
capacities that result and the need for 
comparatively rare changes down that 
are called for in an average cross-country 
run. It is a very steep hill indeed that 
will bring down this four-seater car to 
its bottom gear—in the whole of my week’s 
test of the car, which was over ordinary 
but not freakish roads, I did not find one— 
and, similarly, the 
top-gear capacity 
is distinctly above 
the normal. 
Whether the fact 
is an unqualified 
asset or not is 
largely a matter 
of opinion and 
personal taste, for 
the low ratios of 
the indirect gears 
impose distinct 
limitations in the 
matter of speed ; 
but it is certainly 
very pleasant to 
be able to soar or 
saunter up a hill 
like that at 
Ashton Rowant, 
on the main Ox-

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road, on top gear, and the 30 m.p.h. that 
can be attained on second for a short 
burst will be adequate to satisfy most 
people. 

Transmission aft of the gear-box is 
through a propeller-shaft enclosed in a 
torque tube to a spiral bevel-driven rear 
axle. Both hand and foot brakes are in- 
ternal expanding in rear wheel drums, and 
on the car I tried proved themselves very 
smooth in action, but not notable for 
their power. They were just strong enough 
to give an adequate sense of security ; 
but the feeling that they had a little more 
behind them should it be wanted at any 
time would have been very welcome. 
Suspension is by semi-elliptic springs in 
front and the now unusual three-quarter 
elliptic in the rear, a lay-out that gives 
the car adequate comfort on most sorts 
and conditions of roads, but barely brings 
the Morris into that class of super-sprung 
luxurious small cars to which the public 
is becoming accustomed. There is this 
much to be said in direct favour of Morris 
suspension, that it safely avoids the fault 
of swaying, resulting from too great flexi- 
bility, and giving a sense of incomplete 
control at speed on the road, from which 
many modern light cars are apt to suffer. 
The wheels are steel detachable for 28in. 
by 3}in. tyres, a size that is, perhaps, 
just adequate for a car of this size and 
weight with open bodywork, though the 
fixing of the wheels by only three studs 
hardly looks so secure as it might be. It 
is to the credit of Morris Motors, Limited, 
that they are not afraid to publish the 
weights of their cars, and the two-seater 
weighs 17$cwt., the coupé and four-seater 
18icwt. each, while the cabriolet and 
saloon are each just 1 ton. 


BODYWORK. 

The four-seater body as fitted to the 
Oxford models is ample in both the 
quality and quantity of its accommoda- 
tion. Forward seating consists of two 
independent semi-bucket seats adjustable 
(together) for distance from the wind 
screen, so that the car will fit any driver, 
and the back seat is 44ins. wide, so that 
it can just accommodate a third small 
passenger on occasion. The upholstery 
is of leather, and each of the four doors 
has its pocket for the reception of odd 
articles, while clever and neat provision

is made for long tools (such as tyre, pump, 
etc.), and side curtains in the tonneau. 
The former are accommodated in a tri- 
angular box that is part of the front-seats 
and slides with them when they are 
adjusted, the latter fit into a compart- 
ment under the rear seat, to which access 
is gained by lifting a curved and upholstered 
panel held in position by a quick-acting 
catch. Almost needless to add, the side 
curtains open with the doors and may be 
used without the hood, although in this 
case such provision is hardly necessary, 
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as a rear wind screen forms part of the 
standard equipment of the car. 


EQUIPMENT. 


A very important item, that seems 
to fall logically midway between chassis 
and body equipment is the excellent 
provision made on this car for the carriage 
of tools and spares. It is sometimes urged 
that a box or a petrol tin on a running- 
board is unsightly, though, personally, I do 
not think so, and there is no possibility 
of argument on the practical value of 
the Morris spare petrol tin carrier (a full

tin of fuel is included with each car) 
and large tool-box divided into two com- 
partments on the off-side running-board, 
while balancing them on the near side 
are the battery box and clectric horn on 
top of it. The general equipment of Morris 
cars is already famous, for there are few 
things of which one can think as likely 
to be useful that are not included. True, 
there is no engine-driven tyre pump, 
and there are no foot mats on the running 
boards—nor, for that matter, is there a 
lady’s vanity bag, which some maker has 
threatened to fit to his cars as the only 
means he can think of for going one better 
than Morris! But all the practically 
useful and necessary things are here. 
There are a luggage grid, spring gaiters 
and shock absorbers, a screen wiper, 
a petrol gauge so that the driver may see 
from the wheel how much fuel there is 
in his tank, and all the usual instruments, 
including speedometer and clock on the 
deep and vertical facia board. There is 
an unusual detail about the speedometer, 
in that it is driven from what may be 
regarded as the old-fashioned pinion and 
gear wheel on the front wheel of the car, 
but it is a thoroughly efficient drive 
and probably the most accurate possible. 

Every single detail of equipment is of 
first-class make and quality, thoroughly 
up to the standard set by the Smith instru- 
ments and the Lucas electric equipment, 
which includes five lamps and also a 
bulb horn by the}same makers, though 
when these cars are fairly new the starter 
is not up to spinning the engine on a cold 
morning. 


[ROAD PERFORMANCE. 


On the road, the Morris-Oxford appeals 
to one as a car designed for lasting service 
under ordinary conditions, rather than for 
sheer performance in the narrow sense 
of the term. Its simplicity and compact- 
ness in design are combined with a useful 
degree of accessibility that will make the 
car easy of maintenance by the average 
owner-driver—in this respect one may 
mention that its chassis lubrication is 
by grease-gun—while, obviously, every 
part is well up to all possible strains 
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that may be put upon it. Mere speed i; 
not a strong point, for one might expec: 
something more than 45 m.p.h. from . 
vehicle with an engine rated at 13.9 h.i. 
and chassis dimensions of only 8ft. 6ins. 
wheel-base and 4ft. track, with a tot:! 
car weight (unladen) of 184cwt.; but th.; 
is certainly a high enough speed to satis: 
the class of owner to which this car i- 
intended and does most successfully appea 
The low gear ratios partly explain bot) 
these facts—the speed limitation and the 
appeal of the car to those to whom spec:! 
is not the be-all and end-all of existence. 
On one occasion, under favourable circum- 
stances, the speedometer needle indicateci 
50 m.p.h., but I feel safer in giving 
45 m.p.h. as the maximum figure. 

The style of the car on the road is 
quite good, for the engine, if not remarkably 
sweet, is silent, and so are the indirect 
gears, while the steering is pleasantly 
light, making the car very controllable 
under any conditions of road. At the 
moment of writing, the price of the car 
is £320, though, if any credence is to be 
attached to mere rumour, potential pur- 
chasers will be well advised to place their 
orders early, for this is one of several cars 
of which an early price increase has been 
hinted. At its present figure this car exer- 
cises an appeal to the motorist who wants 
service and reliability before all things 
that few if any cars of about the same 
price can excel. W. EL: J. 


Fluctuating Car Prices. 


HE prophecies that were generally 

made at the time of the last Olympia 

Show that car prices would tend 
to increase early this year are being realised. 
The middle and end of last year saw a 
general tendency for the stiffening of 
prices of raw material, and, by virtue of 
the already ‘“‘cut”’ figures at which cars 
were being sold, some increase in their 
market prices seemed inevitable. With 
these increases are coming other things 
that were also anticipated, though perhaps 
not quite so generally and definitely. 
Some firms, it was widely known, were 
selling their products at barely remunera- 
tive prices simply because they could not 
get any more for them—if the price were 
increased then the market would dis- 
appear. A compulsory increase in car 
price is in these cases met by an alterna- 
tive—the cessation of the marketing of 
the cars; and this is what is happening 
in one or two instances, while indications 
are not wanting that others will follow 
in the near future. 

Besides this unfortunate disappear- 
ance from the market of some quite 
promising cars, as far as their design is 
concerned, though, perhaps, not quite so 
promising from the point of view of the 
acumen and realisation of public needs 
by the people behind them, there 1s 
another tendency to be noted in addition 
to the mere increase in price. This is 
the exact opposite—a reduction in selling 
price! How some firms can manage to 
reduce their prices while most others 
are compelled to increase them must be 
largely a matter for conjecture, though 
there are observers who find little difficulty 
in presenting a suitable explanation of 
the [phenomenon. It is, however, notable 
that no car produced entirely in Great 
Britain has been reduced, and in most 
cases reductions are frankly due to a 
development of the dumping policy on 
the part of some of the more enterprising 
American firms and to the depreciating 
exchange in the case of some of those 
cars emanating from across the Channel. 
It can, however, be safely stated that 
these reductions are isolated instances 
not likely to attain dimensions sufficient 
to influence to any material extent the 
general trend on the home market, and 
that in England there will be during the 
next few months far more increases than 
reductions in price.

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The lead was taken in these increases 
by the Calthorpe Company of Birmingham, 
and while only the Vulcan Company 
of Southport has since announced an 
actual increase, many other firms have 
stated that they fear some increase to be 
inevitable at fairly early dates. Most of 
these actual or potential increases are 
obviously due to changes in the raw 
material markets, but the recent labour 
troubles, which promise to be by no means 
isolated, have naturally increased already 
existing forces, and it may well be that 
makers who have hitherto contemplated 
no increases may be driven to doing so 
in the near future. Alone among the 
numerous classes of cars as likely to 
be stable in price and to manifest no 
change one way or the other are the more 
expensive and fairly high-powered vehicles. 


Traffic Chaos and Control. 


ITH the excellent intention of 

V V lessening traffic congestion at some 
of the busiest spots in London, 

the R.A.C. has issued recently, in con- 
junction with the Commissioner of Police, 
a map giving alternative routes. Those 
interested may obtain copies of the 
chart from the R.A.C. (Pall Mall, S.W.1), 
and they will undoubtedly find it of 
considerable value in shortening the 
time of their journeys across over- 
crowded London, for the _ alternative 
routes given are weli thought out so as 
to cause but little extra mileage—in 
some cases the traffic-free route is no 
longer than the one for which it acts as a 
by-pass—and seldom are they of such a 
character as to give any difficulty in being 
traced. Both the Club and the police 
department concerned deserve the thanks of 
the road-travelling public for these efforts 
on their behalf, but without finding fault 
with this scheme as far as it goes, one is 
prompted to ask does it go far enough, 
and is it likely to prove a real palliative 
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of the ever increasing congestion of the 
London streets. 

Careful consideration will almost in- 
evitably lead to a negative answer, and 
this effort will occur to most people as 
nothing more than a palliative for an 
evil that has long passed the stage when 
mere palliatives can serve any truly useful 
end. Failing anything better, alternative 
traffic routes are excellent things, but 
they do not go to the root of the matter 
which is imperatively demanding serious 
and drastic treatment at its very root. 
Of what use is it to direct eastbound traffic 
from Hyde Park Corner along The Mall 
when such obstacles as we saw the other 
day are allowed to delay through traffic in 
that thoroughfare? There were three 
horse-drawn coal carts proceeding gradu- 
ally eastwards, not, it is true, side by side, 
but certainly not one behind the other ; 
they were in a sort of echelon formation, 
which meant that they occupied the whole 
width of one side of the road, in such a way 
that overtaking vehicles could pass them 
neither on the off nor on the near side. It 
is at least probable that a motor car 
travelling from Hyde Park Corner to 
Trafalgar Square would have been no 
longer had it taken the direct Piccadilly 
Circus route than it was owing to this 
obstruction in the Mall. 

The proper control of slow-moving 
traffic and the compulsion on it of main- 
taining the near side of the road as closely 
as possible are as vital to the more efficient 
working of London traffic as any maps and 
plans of alternative routes. There is a 
suggestion that certain roads should be 
closed to slow-moving traffic during the 
busy hours of the day, but at present the 
police are without the necessary powers 
to enforce such exclusion, and the Traffic 
Bill that might have given them such powers 
has encountered a set-back in the general 
political debacle. When it does again 
come forward we would like those re- 
sponsible for the framing of its details to 
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consider carefully the full connotation of the 
term ‘slow-moving traffic.’”’ On account 


of their small size cyclists appear to escape 


notice in many discussions on modern 
traffic, but the cyclist is quite a note- 
worthy item in the general traffic constitu 
tion. Relatively to mechanically-propelled 
traffic he is slow and he seldom favours 
close proximity to the near-side kerb, 
while has anyone ever seen two or threc 
cyclists out together and not riding 
abreast ? 

Whereas the police already have powers 
to deal with anything that they may con- 
sider to be causing obstruction, in practice 
they seem to limit their attentions under 
this head to stationary private cars. 
Seldom, indeed, does one hear of a com- 
mercial goods-carrying vehicle or taxicab 
coming under police notice on the ground 
of obstruction. The ambling empty tax! 
is second as a cause of obstruction only 
to the horse-drawn vehicle well away from 
the near-side kerb or to a group of two or 
three wobbling and erratic cyclists. And 
in this connection reference may be made 
to an evil that has already been indicted in 
the Autocav—the large private car travel- 
ling slowly somewhere near the centre otf 
the road. It is generally chauffeur driven 
and gives the impression of being used to 
give its owner an airing. Its slow speed 
and dignified gait very probably combine 
to create in the owner’s—and, perhaps, also 
the driver’s—mind that the car is the most 
inoffensive thing on the road, but if such 
a belief be natural it does not lessen the 
very real evil for which the vehicle and its 
mode of handling are responsible. 

A propos of this apparent police 
indifference to genuine road dangers and 
delays caused by obstruction by vehicles 
of certain classes and for the dual reason 
that we saw a glaring instance only last 
week in a very spot to which we have 
made previous reference, we may for the

and Kingston areas of Surrey. As a mere 
isolated instance the case carries no weight 
or importance, but in all its aspects it is 
so typical that it is worth mentioning in 
detail. The road from Weybridge to 
Walton is perfectly straight and free from 
cross roads, but it terminates in a blind 
and dangerous T-end, where there is much 
traffic and accidents are common. In 
several years’ almost daily negotiations of 
this corner we have never seen a policeman 
on point duty nor any sign of a police 
effort to reduce its danger in any other 
way. But the straight stretch leading to 
the corner is a frequent site of a common 
police trap where motorists are timed over 
a given distance and summoned for ex- 
ceeding the absurd 20 m.p.h. limit (it 
may be useful to point out that, however 
obsolete it may be in spirit, this limit is, 
contrary to widespread belief, still in force). 
The trap is not located near the corner—the 
last time we saw it being worked it was 
at least a mile away—and so it cannot be 
urged in extenuation that it serves to 
reduce the speed of vehicles approaching 
the end of the road. On the contrary, it 
probably serves directly to accelerate 
their speed, for the victim naturally 
concludes that he will not be stopped again 
on the same stretch of road, and just as 
naturally tries to make up for time lost 
during his enforced stoppage. <A_ short 
distance before we saw a motor cyclist 
caught in this trap on a recent Sunday 
we had negotiated a particularly unpleasant 
blind corner round which three cyclists 
with their machines were standing talking 
in the middle of the road, while 50 yards 
away was a policeman inanely and in- 
actively gazing about him. 

To return to town and towns, there is 
ample evidence that mere volume of 
traffic does not alone constitute danger 
and congestion. Rather do these depend 
on the nature of the traffic and of its 
control. Wherever there are trams con- 
gestion cannot be far removed, and it is 
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beyond the pale of controversy that it is 
only a matter of time before trams dis- 
appear entirely from our highways to be 
replaced either by motor ‘buses or by 
trackless cars—a sort of combination of 
tramcar and ’bus drawing the electric 
current by which it is propelled from an 
overhead wire, but running on the road 
itself and not on rails, so that it is subject 
to the ordinary rules of traffic regulation. 
Such railless cars have proved unqualified 
successes in Bradford—where they were 
first used commercially—and in Birming- 
ham, and attempts are being made to 
introduce them to some London suburbs. 
It is because of this unquestionable doom 
of the tramway that all suggestions for an 
expansion of existing services or the crea- 
tion of new ones should be examined most 
carefully before they are put in hand. 
Think of the Ludgate Circus of the future 
if the tramway supporters have their way ; 
and think but a little farther ahead when 
the lines there laid have all to be pulled up 
again, as has been done already at Houns- 
low! By those who know their England 
and its big towns best it is generally 
conceded that the most congested traffic 
to be iound anywhere is in Navigation 
Street, Birmingham. Certainly the average 
London motorist who is called upon to 
thread his car through this chaotic maze 
will return to Holborn and Ludgate Circus 
as havens of rest. The trouble in Birming- 
ham is not volume of traffic, for it is 
doubtful if Navigation Street sees in a 
week as many vehicles as cross Ludgate 
Circus or the top of Kingsway in an after- 
noon and evening; it is a prevalence of 
slow-moving vehicles combined with trams 
and absence of efficient control. 

Of equal significance with the question 
of slow vehicles is—in London, at least— 
the question of road repairs or work that 
needs stoppage of the highway. Of what 
use is it for the R.A.C., the police, or any- 
one else to get out alternative routes when 
the chances are that they will be impossible 
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of use on account of road work? At th 5 
very moment of writing every one of ti 
important entrances into London from t 
west, north of the river, is in some pla 
or places undergoing road stoppage. Th« 
are three main roads used by the majori - 
of vehicles, the Bayswater Road, t. 
Hammersmith Road and Grosvenor Roa 
and among them these three carry pra. - 
tically all the traffic coming across a li 
drawn from Kingston to Uxbridge, 
starting from anywhere east of that li 
True, the Portsmouth Road traffic throu; 
Kingston may keep to the south side of t) » 
river as far as, say, Vauxhall Bridge, b» 
what proportion of it does so? Vei, 
little indeed, the majority crossing tlic 
river at Putney. Is it really quite impo:- 
sible for such co-ordination to be effecte:| 
that not all of such vital highways shall be 
seriously obstructed or entirely closed 
(as is the Hammersmith Road now) at 
the same time? Such co-ordination of 
effort spread over the great main routes 
to the country from town, as well as in the 
main highways in town itself, will alone 
go a long way towards reducing many of the 
evils under which traffic labours, and which: 
are naturally the parents of still further 
evils like wasted time and money, and an 
inevitable increase of road dangers.

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THE CHARM of the THREE-PIECE SUIT 


ITH the White Sales—the 

last of the bunch of clear- 

ances—over, the shops and 

the establishments of the 

couturiéves are settling down 
into law and order and, incidentally, higher 
prices. The latter are always, naturally, 
felt at first; but we must pay for new ideas, 
exclusive materials, and the hundred and 
one details that go to the making of the 
fresh inspirations and expressions of dress. 
An arch-conspirator in the spring, of 
course, is the sun, now starting to ride 
higher in the heavens. 

After the “‘little’”’ frock, which was 
dealt with fully the other week, and 
which is practically the only thing worn 
just now under long wrap-coats, comes 
the three-piece, more varied in character 
and kind than it has ever been. These 
dressmaking tailor-mades, as they are 
sometimes termed, are an entirely latter- 
day product, and fit, as nothing else possibly 
could, the social vicissitudes prevailing to- 
day. You can walk out for a morning’s 
shopping in a three-piece without looking 
unduly conspicuous, lunch in it at a smart 
restaurant, go to a matinée or a wedding— 
in fact, it may be said to cover all day 
requirements for town; while in the 
country it is frankly accepted as the 


ideal bettermost possession. Of the 
materials called to its service, perhaps 
rep cloth takes first place, followed 
by face cloth, fine suiting serge, 


kasha and wool mayvocain; and there is 
certain significant evidence that alpaca 
will help to augment the list. Then, 
another distinctive feature is the con- 
trasting figured or embroidered upper part 
to the gown. This is frequently kept as a 
surprise-packet, other models hinting its 
presence in touches introduced on the coat ; 
while another arresting detail is the scarf. 

Before proceeding further, however, 
take a glance at the adjoined pictured 
example, which is particularly representa- 
tive of what is being worn. The colour is 
really immaterial: navy blue is decidedly 
finding favour again, and browns, especially 
such tones as henna and beech, are to be 
seen, together with several novel greens— 
myrtle and the darker olive ; but because 
black is so smart and so useful and lends 
itself so delightfully to relieving splashes of 
colour, that sombre hue in rep has been 
chosen, the lining of the sleeves of the coat 
and the belt made of embroidered suéde 
that picks up the colours in the upper part 
of stencilled crépe. And these nuances 
may be exotic and brilliant or in quiet 
blended tones, as taste dictates. Particular 
attention is to be drawn to the double 
flounce effect about the hips, partly 
contributed by the flare basque of the 
coat, This is a very favoured mouvement 
just now and, once the eye has become 
attuned to it, an exceedingly pleasing 
one. Some of the earliest models were 
inclined to exaggerate the effect and 
render it grotesque; but now that it 
has been allowed to simmer down to reason- 
able proportions, it unquestionably com- 
mands attention. 

From the small inset figure it will be 
seen how the lower volant belongs to the 
frock, this picture also emphasising the 
craze there is for very short sleeves with 
this style of three-piece. I am not prepared 
to make any comment on these long bared 
arms for the day at present, One must 
see more of them, in the right circum- 
stances and the right weather, before 
venturing an impartial criticism. 

For the coat there is nothing but 
praise. Itis novel, shapely and distinctive ; 
the sleeves, with their sharp bell out at 
the base, supremely elegant, and the 
fling-over scarf the last word in neck 
finishes. And with it there is worn a hat 


of civé black satin, the brim underlined 
and the crown trimmed with loops of 
the stencilled crépe. 


Simpler in character, though still a 
three-piece, is the American suit, com- 
prising a wrap-over skirt—and these skirts 
really do wrap over now, leaving ample 
freedom for easy movement—and straight 
little belted coat. The latter, after closing 
at the base of the throat, flies open, 
although having buttons one side and 
piped buttonholes the other, to show a 
simple over-blouse of crépe de Chine or 
heavy Georgette, the small circular collar 
of which is worn over the neck of the 
coat. This is one of the most charming 
suits imaginable for young girls—who, 
by the way, are equally well provided 
for in the ‘‘Casaque”’ suit, when a

A HOUSING EXPER'MENT WHICH MAKES A PROFIT. 

Messrs. Cadbury Brothers, Limited, have recently published a 
booklet, ‘‘ Bournville,” which everyone interested in the housing 
problems should make a point of obtaining. Its office is to ‘‘ outline 
and illustrate what has been actually done at Bournville,” and this 
is very successfully accomplished. ‘The many photographs reproduced 
give a very good idea of this attractive garden city, one of the first to 
be established, and point the moral when a mental picture of the housing 
around almost any great manufacturing centre is compared with them. 
Two points of particular interest are the fact that Bournville is actually 
an experiment in general housing rather than a scheme for providing 
accommodation for the employees of any one firm, for it is not reserved 
for workers in the Bournville factory alone. The other is that, low as 
the rents are, they are yet fixed to produce—and actually do produce— 
a return of at least 4 per cent. on capital. The fact that this net revenue 
is expended on further development does not affect the point, but is 
another proof of Mr. Cadbury’s generosity to the nation, in whose 
trustees it is vested. Bournville will certainly become even more than 
it has yet been a place of pilgrimage for all interested in housing. 


OF INTEREST TO FISHERMEN. 

It is announced by the London Midland and Scottish Railway 
that they are receiving reports from the Highlands that sportsmen 
who have gone north for the spring fishing are obtaining excellent results, 
the numbers, weights and condition of the fish being much above the 
average. Loch Tay in three days yielded a dozen fish ranging from 
16lb. to 35lb. The rivers Tay and Tummel, Spey and Thurso have 
been equally prolific. On Loch Ness the two salmon reported were 
of 24lb. and 25lb.; while on the Conon five fish fell to one rod in a day.
